AT SEAWAY OPENING 


When Queen Elizabeth comes to 
Canada next year to open the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, one of the most 
complicated security operations in 
history will swing into action.

BANGS VACCINATION: The dis- 
trict veterinarians have practically 
completed the job of vaccinating 
the 1958 calf crop against Bangs 
disease. This is always a big job | 
but with the wonderful co-opera. | 
tion and help of the township cap- 
tains, the work is carried forward 
to completition in short order. 

It is interesting to note the totals 
and compare them with las year's | 
totals. During 1958 a total of 14,262 | 
calves were vaccinated in Moun- 
tain View No. 49. This compares 
with 11,231 in 1957. There were 1147 
female cattle blood tested for auc- 
tion sales as against 987 the year 
before, 

From the above figures you will 
notice that vaccinations of heifer 
calves have increased by 3000 head.
